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PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
CLOWNE  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  1954 

Measles  has  been  prevalent  in  the  area,  in  all  a 
total  of  3 20  cases  were  notified.  The  outbreak  which 
started  at  Clowne  in  the  spring  had  spread  to  Creswell  and 
finally  to  Whitwell  by  the  autumn 

Owing  to  the  ending  of  meat  rationing  on  June 
1st,  it  was  no  longer  compulsory  for  animals  to  be  slaugh- 
tered at  the  Chesterfield  abattoir.  Butchers  in  the  area 
whose  slaughter-houses  were  satisfactory  were  permitted  to 
kill  their  own  animals.  As  the  result  of  extra  work  entailed 
by  meat  inspection,  it  was  found  necessary  to  increase  the 
staff  of  sanitary  inspectors,  and  in  August  the  Council 
appointed  Mr.  Buckland  as  an  additional  inspector. 

Housing  in  the  district  still  continues  to  be  a 
problem,  although  it  is  not  so  acute. 

■ I gratefully  record  the  support  which  I have 
received  from  the  Chairman,  Members  and  Officials  of  the 
Council.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS

A considerable  number  of  houses  have  been  built  in  the  area 
but  housing  continues  to  be  a major  problem  although  not  so  acute 
as  it  has  been. 

Scabies 

No  treatments  had  to  be  carried  out  at  the  Poolsbrook  Centre 
for  this  complaint. 

Verminous  Heads 

Not  one  case  had  to  be  sent  to  the  Disinfestation  Centre.  One 
person  with  a verminous  body  received  treatment. 

CENSUS  RETURNS 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  Census  figures  of  1951  is  the 
increased  number  of  married  couples  in  the  younger  age-groups. 

Tlie  Census  also  reveals  that  in  this  district  the  number  of 
persons  per  acre  is  1 .42  and  the  number  of  persons  per  room  is  .76. 

Since  the  1931  Census  there  has  been  a reduction  in  the  size  of 
families,  and  the  number  of  houses  with  only  one  or  two  occupants 
have  increased.

WATER 

The  supply  is  adequate  and  samples  are  invariably  satisfactory. 
The  water  is  not  plumbo-solvent,  and  is  chlorinated  at  the  Hod- 
thorpe  Pumping  Station  which  is  at  the  entrance  to  the  Clowne  Area. 
.2  parts  per  million  of  chlorine  is  added  to  the  water. 

During  1954  we  received  no  complaints  from  Jubilee  Cottages 
of  temporary  shortage  of  water  so  presumably  the  trouble  caused  by 
coal  particles  mentioned  in  my  last  report  has  been  overcome.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  SEWERAGE  WORKS 


The  new  Mount  Pleasant,  West  Lea  and  Cockhouse  Sewage 
Works  at  Clowne  were  opened  on  April  12th,  1954.  They  replace  a 
crude  and  dilapidated  works  consisting  of  small  tanks  and  irrigation 
trenches  which  had  previously  served  the  south-west  area  of  Clovme 
parish  and  which  dealt  mainly  with  sink  waste  and  surface  water. 

The  modern  works  comprises  : — detritis,  storm  water  and 
settlement  tanks,  bacteria  beds  and  humus  tanks,  sludge  drying 
beds  with  an  engine  and  pump  house. 
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The  population  served  is  approximately  750  and  the  number  of 
houses  is  220  of  which  140  are  at  present  on  privy  middens  and  pail 
closets. 

In  the  West  Lea  area  a modern  school  with  up-to-date  sanitary 
arrangements  and  accommodating  250  pupils  had  for  some  years 
discharged  into  the  old  works.

HOUSING— CLOWNE  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

During  1954,  211  houses  were  built  in  the  area,  this  includes 
102  built  by  the  Coal  Industry  Housing  Association.  This  total  of 
211  has  considerably  eased  the  housing  position,  and  is  most 
satisfactory. 

At  the  end  of  1954,  the  Council  had  demolished  all  except 
one  of  .he  huts  at  Southgate  Camp  and  24  on  the  Bevin  Estate. 
They  anticipate  that  all  these  huts  will  be  puUed  down  by  the 
end  of  1955.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT.  SECTION  47. 

In  March,  the  Council  made  an  application  to  a Court  of 
Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  order  to  compulsory  remove  a man, 
aged  80  years,  from  Mount  Pleasant,  Clowne,  who  was  suffering 
from  senility.  He  was  dirty,  neglected,  unable  to  properly  care 
for  himself  and  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  He  was  removed  to 
the  Bakewell  Institution  where  he  died  later  in  the  year  from 
pneumonia.

Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year  1954 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

Scarlet  Fever. 

43  cases  were  notified  22  of  which  were  in  the  parish  of  Clowne, 
The  disease  was  of  a mild  character  and  there  were  no  deaths.  33  of 
the  patients  were  school  children. 

Diphtheria. 

Not  one  notification  of  this  disease  was  received. 

May  I repeat  what  I have  said  in  previous  Annual  Reports. 
It  is  most  important  that  there  should  not  be  any  lessening  of  the 
immunisation  campaign.  Diphtheria  is  still  a deadly  disease  and 
will  return  if  the  number  of  immunised  children  diminish.  Even 
when  not  fatal,  diphtheria  may  effect  a child’s  nerves  and  heart. 
It  is  very  infectious  and  is  spread  by  a germ  which  passes  from 
one  child  to  another.  Diphtheria  is  not  caused  by  bad  drains. 

Immunisation  is  the  only  safeguard  and  helps  to  build  up 
natural  defences  against  the  disease.  It  is  wise  to  have  baby 
immunised  at  8 months  of  age  and  again  at  5 years.  It  is  a 
simple  process,  usually  painless  and  is  free  to  every  one  under  the 
National  Health  Service.  Injections  can  be  given  either  by  the 
family  doctor  or  by  the  doctor  attending  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

Last  year  169  school  children  and  109  infants  and  toddlers,  a 
total  of  278,  were  injected  in  this  area,  and  many  more  received 
booster  doses. 

Poliomyelitis. 

One  notification  was  received.  This  was  a boy  of  5 years 
living  at  Clowne.  There  was  no  paralysis  and  the  source  could  not 
be  traced. 

Measles 

320  measles  were  notified.  The  outbreak  commenced  in 
Clowne,  spread  to  Creswell  and  then  to  Whitwell. 

Whooping  Cough. 

59  cases  were  notified.  Most  of  these  were  in  the  parish  of 
Clowne. 

Sonne  Dysentery. 

In  May  a boy  aged  4 years,  whose  mother  kept  a small  grocers 
shop  was  notified  as  a case  of  Sonne  dysentery.  There  was  some 
delay  in  notifying  the  case  and  on  visiting  he  was  found  to  have 
recovered.  Further  samples  were  sent  to  the  laboratory  but  these 
were  negative.  No  other  case  occurred  either  in  the  household 
or  m the  village. 
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Suspected  Food  Poisoning. 

In  November  a woman  aged  39  years  from  Wliitwell  Common 
went  on  a day  trip  to  London  with  her  daughter,  returning  at  1.30 
a.m.  on  the  Sunday  morning.  At  7.45  p.m.  the  same  day  she  was 
suddenly  taken  ill  with  diarrhoea,  vomiting  and  abdominal  pain. 
Her  doctor  was  called  in  on  the  Monday  and  as  she  gradually  became 
worse  he  sent  her  into  Kilton  Hill  Hospital,  Worksop,  on  the 
Tuesday,  where  she  died  the  following  day.  No  food  organisms 
were  found  and  the  post  mortem  was  inconclusive.  The  only  food 
she  had  eaten  at  home  which  other  members  of  the  family  had  not 
not  eaten  was  tinned  tomatoes  but  no  sample  could  be 
obtained.  Along  with  the  rest  of  the  family  who  were  not  affected 
she  had  eaten  bacon.  This  woman  gave  a history  of  having  eaten 
a meringue  while  in  London  ; her  daughter  had  not  had  one. 
Tuberculosis.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEYOR 
AND  SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 
For  the  Year  1954 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Clowne  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  for  your  attention  my  8th 
Annual  Report. 

The  year  brought  increased  responsibility  for  your  Council 
and  a consequent  increase  in  the  volume  of  work.  Perhaps  the 
most  outstanding  as  far  as  my  Department  was  concerned  was  the 
decontrol  of  meat  and  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act. 

After  several  meetings  between  your  Officers,  the  Council  and 
the  meat  traders  it  was  decided  to  licence  seven  pi  ivate  slaughter- 
houses and  to  give  planning  consent  to  the  extension  of  an  existing 
slaughterhouse. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1947  the  tot  1 number  of  animals 
slaughtered  from  human  consumption  was  2,667  and  in  1954  the 
total  number  was  29,383. 

The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  1954  received  the  Royal 
Assent  during  the  year  and  came  into  operation  on  30th  August. 
This  Act  provides  amongst  other  things  that  the  property  OMmer 
can  increase  the  rent  for  dwellinghouses  in  good  repair  and  the 
tenant  can  if  the  condition  of  the  house  is  disputed  come  to  the 
Council  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair.  Several  applications  have 
been  dealt  with. 

The  Act  amended  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1949,  concerning  Improvement  Grants  and  simplyfied  the  procedure 
by  which  an  owner  may  receive  grants  to  improve  his  propeity. 
This  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  number  of  applications. 

The  Act  also  required  your  Council  to  make  a survey  of  the 
District  in  order  to  report  to  the  Minister  the  number  of  substandard 
houses  and  the  Council’s  programme  for  dealing  with  the  problem. 
The  survey  was  commenced  in  August. 

The  number  of  applications  for  planning  and  byelaw  consent 
has  increased  considerably.  The  Council  dealt  with  205  applications 
during  the  year.  In  1947  the  number  was  76.  Each  application 
has  to  be  followed  by  an  inspection  of  the  site  with  subsequent 
revisits  as  the  work  on  the  new  building  proceeds.  As  many  as 
six  visits  may  have  to  be  made  in  connection  with  each  application. 
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With  the  increase  or  work  brought  about  by  the  decontrol  of 
meat,  the  increased  number  of  planning  applications,  the  added 
duties  introduced  by  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  it  was 
found  necessary  to  increase  the  Inspectoral  staff  to  cope  with  the 
work.  The  Inspectors  even  now  have  to  work  evenings  and  some- 
times weekends  on  meat  inspection. 

I have  reported  all  work  carried  out  by  my  staff  as  fully  as 
possible  and  I hope  the  repoit  will  prove  to  be  a useful  reference. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  for  their  encourage- 
ment, the  staff  and  officers  of  other  Authorities  and  Departments 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

HOUSING 

General. 

During  the  year  105  houses  were  completed  and  let  by  the 
Council  and  106  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  which  includes 
102  built  by  the  Coal  Industry  Housing  Association. 

At  the  end  of  December  66  dwelhngs  were  in  course  of  con- 
struction and  tenders  for  the  erection  of  a further  44  houses  were 
let  and  layouts  for  a further  26  houses  were  in  course  of  preparation. 

The  number  of  dwellings  occupied  at  Southgate  Hutted  Camp 
was  1 in  December.  The  number  of  dwellings  occupied  on  the 
Bevin  Estate  was  24  in  December  and  18  dwelhngs  were  demolished 
or  rendered  uninhabitable  during  the  year. 

Council  Houses. 

In  December  the  Council  had  under  its  control  1,593  permanent 
houses  and  25  temporary  dwellings. 

Consequent  upon  my  Condition  Survey  of  January  1954,  234 
houses  and  32  bungalows  were  painted  during  the  year.

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Privately  owned  Houses 

The  summary  or  work  done  to  privately  owned  houses  is 
reported  in  the  appendix.  Some  owners  of  property  have  taken 
advantage  of  the  general  relaxation  of  control  of  building  materials 
and  labour.  This  is  noticeable  in  the  number  of  properties  being 
painted  and  repaired.  The  long  awaited  amended  legislation 
controlling  rents  should  give  an  incentive  to  landlords  to  carry  out 
necessary  repairs  and  to  the  far  seeing  house  owner.  Improvement 
Grants  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949  are  proving 
to  be  a convenient  way  of  bringing  the  amenities  of  the  modern 
house  to  an  otherwise  out  dated  but  structurally  sound  dwelling. 
Improvement  Grants 

There  were  16  applications  for  Improvement  Grants.  15  were 
approved  by  your  Council,  including  one  brought  forward  from  the 
previous  year  and  1 1 were  completed  by  the  year  end  ; in  each  of 
the  cases  baths  and  modern  firegrates  were  installed  providing  hot 
water  for  the  Kitchen  and  personal  washing. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  purity  of  the  water  in  the  Clowne  Rural  District  continues  j 
to  give  every  satisfaction.  j 

New  mains  and  incidental  works  have  been  completed  to  service 
21 1 new  houses  on  the  housing  sites  in  each  of  the  parishes. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Parish  of  Clowne 
Hollin  Hill  Sewage  Works. 

With  the  completion  and  occupation  of  more  houses  in  the 
south  east  drainage  area,  the  Hollin  Hill  Sewage  W^orks  are  reaching 
full  working  capacity. 

South  West  Drainage  Area. 

The  southwest  drainage  area  of  the  parish  is  now  served  by  the 
up-to-date  works  at  Low  Road,  Clowne.  These  works  were  officially 
opened  in  April  and  are  giving  a satisfactory  effluent. 


Parish  of  Creswell 

The  whole  of  the  parisli  of  Creswell  sewage  discharges  at  the 
Hennymoor  Sewage  disposal  works. 

The  scheme  for  the  installation  of  the  new  disposal  plant  was 
well  m hand  by  the  end  of  the  year.

These  modernised  works  continue  to  give  satisfactory  results. 
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Hodthorpe  Sewage  Works 

The  Hodthorpe  Sewage  Works  are  showing  signs  of  overloading. 
This  plant  must  be  modified  at  some  near  future  date  as  the  present 
effluent  is  not  satisfactory. 

Whitwell  Common  Disposal  Plant. 

This  small  disposal  plant  treats  the  drainage  from  sink  wastes 
only  and  is  working  satisfactorily. 

Parish  of  Barlborough 
Barlborough  Sewage  Works. 

The  greater  part  of  the  populated  area  of  Barlbourgh  is  drained 
to  the  disposal  plant  on  the  south  east  side  of  Chesterfield  Road. 

This  plant  is  overloaded  and  unsatisfactory.  A scheme  to 
modernise  the  works  has  been  submitted  by  the  Consulting  Engineer 
and  was  approved  by  your  Council. 

Barbers  Row  Disposal  Plant 

This  plant  deals  with  the  sink  wastes  from  Barbers  Row  and 
2 water  closets  from  a nearby  licenced  premises. 

Wood  Lane  Disposal  Plant. 

This  plant  deals  with  the  sink  wastes  and  one  water  closet  from 
the  properties  in  Wood  Lane. 

GENERAL 

Flooding  in  Elmton  Road,  Creswell  and  Station  Road,  Whitwell 
continues  to  give  anxiety. 

In  Whitwell  it  is  proposed  to  deal  with  the  flooding  and  the 
servicing  of  Station  Road  Housing  Site  as  one  scheme. 

The  sewering  of  the  Council’s  new  housing  estates  progresses 
with  their  general  development. 

CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

Cleansing 

The  cleansing  of  the  District  comprises  the  emptying  of  dust- 
bins the  removal,  emptying  and  disposal  of  the  contents  of  pail 
closets,  the  removal  of  the  contents  of  privy  middens  with  the 
cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  the  compartments  and  the  emptying 
of  cesspools. 

These  services  make  one  of  the  most  important  contributions 
to  the  general  health  of  the  community,  and  they  have  not  been 
carried  out  without  difficulty.  The  mining,  building  and  agricul- 
tural industries  in  the  district  are  unfortunately  more  attractive  t 
labour  than  the  cleansing  work  of  the  Council  which  consists  of  the 
unpleasant  but  very  necessary  tasks  mentioned  above.
